YOKOHAMA. 

The present—P. and O.—mail brings advices to the 10th July, 
only three days later than those previously to hand. The Pacifico 
mail steamer, with dates from this port to the 22nd July, arrived 
at San Francisco on the 14th ult., and the following items of 
news have been telegraphed to the New York press ;— 


The Mikado continues his visits to the several shrines at Kioto, 
his former residence, Osaka and ILiogo, and is now on his way to 
Nagasaki. His Majesty dresses in a foreign style, with an ample 
supply of gold braid, aud has sevezal attendants, who aro simi- 
larly attired. The Mikado is accompanied on his trip by eight 
men of-war. 

Much comment has been made on a letter from Korba which 
has been received by the Mikado. Korea spu-ns the Japanese 
demand for tribute, and offers to fight at any moment, and even 
threatens to attack Japan. ‘he letter of tho Mikado, on as- 
suming power in Japan, to the Koreans, demanding tribute, was 
torn up and scattered with contempt. One of the Ambassadors 
of Japan was imprisoned and the other sent back to convey the 
threats of the Koreans and their contempt for the new rule. 

Foreigners complain that had the Japanese been friendly dis- 
posed towards the United States they would have informed the 
Americans of the state of affairs in Korea, and thus have avoided 
a defeat of Amcrica’s intentions there. . 

The fares on the railway to Yedo have been reduced, and the 
amount of travel has been increased largely. 

A brisk demand for Tea has sprung up since the last mail, with 
advancing rates. The stock-of Silk is increasing, and the jual.ty 
is very good, at fully $30 per picul over last ye ur’s ratos; ‘The 
settlements have been 750 bales since the last mail.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings dates to the 14th July. ‘The out- 
ward French mail of May 24th was reccived on the 8th, and the 
following P. and O. mail of May 3) on the 10th July ; the 
last named mail was only forty-one days in transit from London, 
stated to be tho shortest time on record. The Courier contains 
the following items of news :— 


By the Pacific Mail steamer which left on the 12th July Sir 
Edmund Hornby and Lady Hornby started for Japan. It is said 
that they will take Kioto in their route. It is just possible the 
Exhibition may be closed cre they arrive there ; but the city itself 
is the grandest exhibition. Besides, it may just happen that 
their visit may take placc at the same time as the Mikado on his 
tour arrives at the Sacred City of his race and Empire. C. W. 
Goodwin, Esq., Assistant Judge of H.B.M. Supreme Court, an] 
his family, have left for England per steamer Cysses. In the 
course of one day this weck three deaths have occurred through 
unwise exposure to the heat. The heat was so intense at the 
bottom of Old Dock that three of the Chinese mechanics at work 
on JI.M.S. éingdove became insensible. Removal to an airy 
spot and free drenching with cold water were effectual in reviving 
them. 

We have already mentioned the undocking of the (/ysses, which 
vessel, it will be remembered, came in contact with some obstruc- 
tion under water, which some supposed at the time must be the 
wreck of the /?ona, or of some other vessel. As soonas she was 
docked it became evident that the damage was by no means con- 
fined to the rudder, and was of such a nature as could not be 
accounted for by contact with any floating object. The keel was 
found to be broken in six different places; the plates forward 
and amidships very much bilged and broken ia several places ; 
the whole presenting an appearance which made it almost cer- 
tain that she had grazed some sunken rock, the rise and fall of 
the waves on which would account for the successive bumps the 
ship had suffered. A large portion of her upper quarter was also 
broket by the working of her jury-rudder. ‘The work of repair- 
ing could not have been done more effectively inany part of Great 
Britain. The new rudder stands thirty-three feet high from 
socket to deck, and weighs more than four tons. The total weight 
of iron repiaced during the entire repairs may be stated approxi- 
mately at 27,000 lbs. 

A serious stabbing case has occurred on board a Norwegian 
vessel. A man named William Taylor, a Norwegian, employed on 
the American ship JFildrood, was on board the Gunyner. Some 
dispute arose, and Taylor drew a knife, with which he menaced 
some of those near him. A man named Thorjoren Lorensen gave 
him a slight push, and a scuffle ensued, in which Taylor fell under 
the other man, and, it is alleged, while clasping him, stabbed him 
thrice in the back and once under the left arm, besides giving him 
a deep cut in the leg and marking his temples and knee. Lo- 
rensen was removed to hospital, and though his wounds are severe 
he is expected to recover. The case is under investigation. 

A Chinkiang correspondent writes as follows :—Nothing special 
to note here, but the continued increase of trade and the prospect 
of still more, on account of the blundering policy of distinction 
enforced in the Transit Pass trade by the Taoutai of Kiukiang, 
which only adds to the import sent inland from this port. The 
transit question is at last scttle:l for a time by the Taoutai’s en- 
tirely yielding the point, by dircction of the Viccroy at Nankin, 
and issuing outward passes as heretofore. The Taoutai tricd to 
stop after he had commenced issuing the passes ; but the refusal 
of the U.S Consul, Col. Flint. to even entertain the question, soon 
caused him to yield. Several missionaries leave for England, — 
Rev. Mr. Judd and wife, also Mr. Harvey. 

The second concert of the Wind Instrument Society has taken 
place in the public garden. The attendance was even larger, and 
the music more effective than last time, being considerably 
assisted by some Italian bandsmen from the United States Sco. 
The Taoutai honoured the gathering by his presence, and ex- 
pressed hiniself much pleased. 

The steamship Craigforth has been two days at the “ shears ” 
at Old Dock, discharging five large Krupp guns, which, we under- 
stand, are to be sent on to Tientsin for the armament of s.me of 
the new forts on the river Peiho. 





HONG KONG. 
The dates extend to 20th July. The outward mail of 7th June 
(French) arrived on the 16th July :— 


The China Muil, on the question of a Mint for China, says :— 

The chief obstacles to the successful introduc:ion of a silver 
Coinage into general use in China are two-fold—the excessive 
cheapness of labour, and the small value placed on tim:. Now, 
if we reflect a mcment upon the fact thit every sovereign, shil- 
ling, or dollar is actually worth so many cents less than the value 
we agree to attach tu it, it will be evideit to the least reflective 
that we pay so much upon cach coin for th» convenience of having 
our bullion in @ certain shape. Tuis azgument would be more 
obvious if the- wealth of every well-to-do man at home consisted, 
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like that of the Chinese of similar grade, chiefly of bullion, to 
convert which into coin required the payment—that is the loss — 
of so much on each coin. We believe that the iatriusic value of 
the Mexican by the standard of gold is 95 cents, although some 
dollars are worth only 91. ‘To turn bullion into coin would there - 
fore require an cxpenditure of five (5) cents on every dollar. 
The amount matters little; assume it to be two cents, and the 
argument is the same. Something has to be paid. Now, the 
average foreigner (to whom both tim? and labour are money) is 
content to pay this percentage—the more so as he does not see 
how he pays it—in order to avoid the expenditure of some five 
minutes’ time, and a little muscular exertion, such as would be 
necessary every time he paid away a dollar if he had to chop it 
off a lump of silver. But the Chinaman is not willing to pay the 
five or more cents (say from 65 t> 117 cash) in order to be saved 
the same time and labour. Oa the contrary, he could get a 
skilled artizan to work, not for five minutes, but for two whole 
hours for the five or more cants in question Ee is not therefore 
disposel to pry that amount t> b2 savel five minutes’ trouble. 
Hence he prefers bullion to coin, unless he gets the Jatter as cheap 
as the former. 

The (/izetle contains the Report of the Superintendent of Fire 
Brigade for June, which seems satisfactory. \We hope, however, 
that the energetic official in question will not rest until he has 
satisfactorily arranged a system of alarms, so as to indicate with 
tolerable precision the district ani locality in which a fire breaks 
out. True, we have had no bad fires lately. But good as are 
our engines and brigades, we have some douhts whether, if a fire 
broke out in the upper part of Taipingshan, it would not make 
considerable headway before the former could be got int» efficient 
position for pumping on it. In sach an event a prompt notifica- 
tion of the place where the fire had broken out would very pos- 
sibly save a large amount of proparty. The Cc:elle also notifies 
that Mr. James Whittall has been appointed 1 member of the 
Legislative Council, in place of the Hon. Mr. Keswick, resigned.

A vote of $770 for printing the library catalogues and binding 
the books still requiring it has been granted by the Legislative 
Council to the City-hall. The public will thus be able to ascertain 
the contents of this really valuable collection of books, which will 
then become of extensive use. 

His Majesty the King of Cambodia made his official landing 
on the 15th. A guard of honour was formed at the Government 
wharf, and as his Majesty landed the band played, while a Royal 
salute was fired from the battery. The Hon. C. C. Smith was at 
the wharf to receive the King, who was conveyed in the Govern- 
ment reception chair to the Government House, accompanied by 
the Acting Colonial Secretary and several French officers. None 
of his Majesty’s suite followed. His Majesty will visit Canton, 
Macao, Manila and Batavia before returning to his dominions. 
His Majesty has invested some $6,090 to $7,000 in jewellery, &c., 
at Messrs. G. Falconer and Co.’s establishment. 

The King’s appearance is neither prepossessing, nor the reverse. 
He wears, on ordinary occasions, no insignia in rank, and was in 
fact quite overlooked by those who boarded the Bourayne until 
pointed out to them. Slender, and of middle height, he looks 
much like a Malay, nor in his every-day dress does he appear in 
any way remarkable. His brothers are all dressed alike, and are 
much of the same stamp. As the tailor, toa great extent, makes 
the man, however, in other parts of the world than Europe, his 
Majesty and suite may seem to greater advantage when dressed 
in their robes of ceremony. The Princess Charlotte saluted the 
Cambojan flag shortly after the Bourayne’s arrival. 

The Spanish steamer Rosita y Vini (late Ve.us), which sailed 
for Macao, has been laid on there to take coolies to Havana—some 
800 itis said. If this be truc it is to be hoped that the necessary 
alterations will be made as regards the ventilation of her lower 
deck, as should she leave Macao in the same condition as that in 
which she left Hong Kong ‘the uafortunate cargo are likely to be 
decimaicd by suffocation.

The accounts presented herewith show that, after paying com- 
missions, running expenses, salaries, premia of insurance, a heavy 
amount for repairs and all other outgoings to 30th June, and in- 
cluding $4,448.12 brought forward from the last statement, there 

_Yemains a profit of $71,622.78. The directors recommend that 
this amount should be distributed as follows, viz.: to the repairs 
of the Ain Shan $15,000, to a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. 
on the paid up capital, $48,000 ; and to their own remuneration 
$2,500 ; leaving 86,122 78 to be carried forward to anew account. 

At the meeting the Chairman—Viscount do Cercal—stated that 
shareholders were fully aware of the object of the mecting, and 
they had doubtless all seon the accounts, &c. He would be glad 
to reply to any questions put. Mr. Francis asked why the Com- 
pany had invested in a share in the Whampoa Dock Company’s 
stock ? The chairman replied that hitherto. though large contri- 
butors of business to the Dock Company, they had as yet received 
no bonus ; and by purchasing a share in the company they, as 
shareholders, became entitled to a slice of the bonus to contribu- 
tors. Mr. Francis next inquired whether any bonus had been 
received from the Insurance Companies ? The chairman, in reply, 
stated that they had not thus far, but had been talking over it; 
and in consideration of the large bonus now given the directors 
had resolved to take action and obtain has much as possible in 
return for their business. The reports and accounts were then 
passed unanimously. Mr«Hitchcock next proposed that the ac- 
tion of the directors be confirmed in regard to the purchase of the 
Dock Company share, and that the directors be empowered to 
purchase one share in such limited companies as they thought 
advisable. Mr. Francis seconded this proposition, which was 
carried unanimously. In place of Mr. Hart, who has gone home. 
Mr. Thurburn was elected auditor; and Mr. Blakeman was re. 
elected to the same office. The proceedings were then closed with 
the usual vote of thanks. 

During the period under review the repairs of the Avw Kiang 
and White Cloud have been completed, and considerable improve- 
ments and repairs have been made upon the Spec, now called the 
Fei Wan, sal the Spark. The gross carning:, excluding the 
Canton and Macao line, show an increase of §7,000 on the cor- 
responding period of 1871. The Canton and Macao line shows a 
gross of $42,038.23 against $25,701.52 for the previous six months, 

The new iron steamer is spoken of very favourably by parties 
who have seen her on the stocks, but owing to the great pressure 
upon all builders in Great Britain, itis feared that she will not 
be finished as soon as was originally hoped. The hull of the Azn 
Shan has now to be almost entirely rebuilt at a considerable ex- 
pense: which however the directors think will be fully met by 
current earnings and the $15,000 from the~past half year’s now 
proposed to be set aside for that purpose. 

r. R. Deacon retires from the dircction, but offers himsclf for 
re-election. The accounts have been audited by Mr. J. Hart and 
Mr. J. Thurburn, whom the directors appointed in the absence of 
Mr. A. N. Blakeman. As Mr. Hart is going home, and will not 
be re-eligible, Mr. Blakeman and Mr. Thurburn offer themselves 
as auditors for the ensuing year. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


Hoya Koya, July 20, 1872. 

T The most important event of the fortnight has been the arrival 
of the King of Cambodia, who appears to have been let out fora 
run by his French protectors (1) at Saigon. IIe came up a few 
days ago in the French corvette Bouraye, and has been hurrying 
ever since. There is evidently a charm in the word “ king,” even 
though his kingship be, as in this case, copper-coloure:, squab, and 
ugly. The attendance at the public gardens and at Lady Kennedy’s 
Tuesday afternoon receptions has vastly increased during the 
week, in consequence of his Majesty’s presence. He is about to 
leave for Canton and Macao shortly, and it is hoped will have the 
courage to give Viscount San Jannario a bit of his mind about the 
Annamese kidnapping, which still flourishes under the protecting 
dagis of the “ most holy city.” Of course it is all done by native 
junks, and the flag of Portugal is not ostensibly used to cover the 
rascals’ proceedings. Lut the junks are outfitted at Macxo and 
return thither with their ill-gotten cargoes. We don’t hear much 
of it publicly now-a-days. The officials call it “ free immigra 
tion,” and it is very hard to prove piracy when the sufferers are 
unable to speak either Cantonese or English, or any other Jan- 
guage save their own, and a whole city conspires tu say “ it’s all 
right.” 

Locally we have not much other news. Mr. Whittall ot the 
vacant seat in the Legislative Council. Mr. Whittall knows the 
work well, and has always been outspoken, so that on the whole 
people are satisfied. There is a little more Icgislation going on 
now than was the case in Sir Richard MacDonnell’s time. Sir 
Arthur Kennedy does not appear to think that snubbing the in 
dependent members isa necessary part of his daily work, and 
there is much less grumbling going on in consequence. Sir 
Arthur, moreover, does his best to encourage the community 
generally to visit Government Ilouse, the gardens, &c., by con 
stantly mixing with the colonists, and his amiable endeavours to 
Promote a good understanding between all classes are well 
seconded by Lady and Miss Kennedy. At present they are great 
favourites, and their’ apparent desire to discourage cliguism is 
very popular. 

You will see in this mail’s papers an account of the unfortunate 
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death of the Rev. Mr. McChesney,an Amorican missionary, who was 
accidentally shot during a piratical attack by some river thieves 
upon asmall town lying on the West River. The China Mail, 
which seems inclined to support the high handed policy, desires 
to make the provincial authorities responsible, basing its argu- 
ments on the known complicity of the Mandarins with the pirates 
who infest the coast. This idea does not, however, seem to meet 
with much favour outside, and the “ accident ” is already forgotten 
by all but the poor man’s friends. A good deal of local interest 
has becn excited by the Benefuctor case, of which you will doubt- 
less receive full reports. Four attempts have been made to fire 
the vessel, and the last time the incendiary was happily caught 
in the act—the ship's boy being the culprit. He has just been 
committed for trial, and it is expected that his evidence will im- 
plicate several others of the crew, who are now under arrest. 
Great satisfaction is felt that Captain Berry should have been re- 
lieved from any stigma, for, high as his character is, the myste- 
rious way in which the rascals did their work left an unpleasant 
opening for suspicion. 

I hear privately from the North that the Chinese are going to 
fight the Audience question to the last. The weather here is re- 
markably hot, with much rain, but healthy. Sickness, however, 
prevailsfextensively at Shanghai and Tientsing. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS,

‘ SINGAPORE. 

Tho latest date by this mail is 28th July. The outward mail of 
28th June arrived on 27th July. 

The Straits T'’mes has the following items :— 

We learn that the Hon. Colonel Phillips, R.A.,’commanding Her 
Majesty’s troops in the Straits, will be leaving this for Hong Kong 
about the 11th August, under orders from England. The Btraite 
is now subordinate militarily to the China c»mmand, and it is 
considered desirablaby the home authorities that all senior officers 
should be at head-quarters. For this reason Colonel Phillips, who 
is senior artillery officer in the China command. proceeds to Hon 
Kong, where he will rank next to General Whitfield. Colone’ 
Phillips, during his stay in the Straits, has made many friends 
and acquainiances. and has been very popular with all classes as 
a frank, genial, straightforward English gentleman, as well asa 
capable officer. He will carry with him to his new sphere of duty 
the best wishes of all. THe will be succeeded as senior officer in 
Artillery here by Captain Nicholls from home, and Colonel Smith, 
of Her Majesty’s 8Vth, will be the officer commanding the troops 
in the Straits. 

It will be gratifying to our readers to know that the Rev. W. 
HI. Gomes, who has lately arrived in Singapore to take charge of 
St. Andrew's Church Mission,—and who has for the last fifteen 
months been acting as Colonial Chaplain at Penang, during the 
absence on leave of the Rev. Julian Moreton, has received a very 
handsome testimonial from the community of Penang, as a mark 
of the appreciation in which his ministry was held during his 
fifteen months’ residence, and as a token of the esteem in which he 
is held by the community generally. It must be doubtless very 
gratifying to the reverend gentleman to feel that while he has 
only performed his sacred duties—he has so satisfactorily exe- 
cuted them as to call forth this token of esteem and regard from 
his flock.

The police have lately directed their attention tothe Wha Whay 
lotteries and gambling-houses with very good success. A case was 
tried last ape where five Chinese found gambling in a gam- 
bling-house were fined each fifty dollars, and Inspector Warne also 
last week executed a Wah Whay warrant, in New Bridge-road and 
Carpenter-street, securing the head lottery and arresting the man 
who declared the wiuning number, and also securing one or two 
of the branches, with the lottery tickets, money, &c. The case 
has been already twice before the magistrate, but is not yet 
decided. 

A serious accident happened on board the British ship Ocean 
Mail, Captain Watson, yesterday forenoon. Mr. W. Hormann, 
one of the assistants to Messrs. Behn, Meyer and Co., to whom 
the ship is consigned, was on board of her, and some way lost his 
footing and fell down the hold, sustaining such severe injuries on 
the skull as to become insensible. The Hon. Dr. Little was in 
attendance shortly afterwards, and pronounced the brain to have 
been serionsly affected. We learn that hopes are now enter- 
tained of his recovery, though this was for a time cousidered 
doubtful. 

It would appear that H.E. the Governor is not going to Siam, 
as was recently stated. His Lxcellency, accompanied by 
ILL. the Maharajah of Johore, K.C.S.I., intends on Monday next 
to start in the J’/uto to pay friendly visits to two or three of the 
Rajahs on the East Coast. H.M.S. Zeira will probably go with 
the Pluto. The Rajahs have been notified of the intended visit 
and its object, which is to cultivate good feeling and more in- 
timate relations with a view to: the increase of trade, and they 
have all expressed the pleasure the visit will give them. : 

We quite agree with our correspondent that the committee 
appointed by 1I.E. the Governor to inquire into the working of 
the Municipal Act could not have been worse chosen, The two 
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unofficial members of the committee have publicly committed 
themselves so positively to his Excellency’s views that they can- 
not retract, and of the official members the only one 
who knows anything about the matter is the Colonial 
Secretary, who has also publicly committed himself to the 
Governor's side of the question. Here are three of the 
five members of the committee known to be hostile to the 
municipalities, and the result of their deliberations may easily be 
foretold. If his Excellency wishes to be credited with impartia- 
lity he should at once alter the composition of the committee ; 
and if ho cannot find unbiassed official me-nbers of the council to 
sit upon it, there is no reason why he should not do as he has 
done in the case of the Police Commission, and appoint three or 
four respectable and well-informed residents to sit together with 
those already chosen, so as to give both sides of the question a 
fair hearing. Unless he does this he canno: expect the decision 
of the committee to be accorded much weight.

THE O’CALLAGHAN LIBEL CASE. 

In arecent issue we gave a brief report of an action for libel brought 
by the Rev. Robert O'Callaghan, formerly of Hong Kong, against Mr. 
John C, Hall, claiming damages of £6,000. We subjoin a more de- 
tailed report of the trial. 

The hearing occupied five days. Mr. Robinson and Mr. Jordan ap- 
peared for the plaintiff; Serjeant Armstrong, Messrs. Beytagh, M‘Der- 
mott,and Monahan, fortheidefendant. Mr. Robinion, Q.C., who opened 
the case for the plaintiff, said that his client was a clergyman of the 
Established Church, who had formerly lived in Galway. He was in 
Hong Kong in 1869, and wished to be appointed on the committee of 
an institution for female education. The bishop of the diocese of Hon, 
Kong, Dr. Alford wished to know what character plaintiff bore, ao 
wrote to defendant, who resided in the parish where plaintiff had been 
carate. The defendant replied :— 

“ Letterfrack, County Galway, 
‘* 29th November, 1869. 

‘*My Dear Dr. ALForD,—Berta writes to say you wish to get the 
character of a certain individual; what I tell you is not mere idle 
rumour or gossip, but real truth ; and I speak of what came under my 
own personal observation. He was a ruthless liar for his own advan- 
tage, or for the sake of revenge on anyone he wished to injure. I 
never saw him drink, but he could take as much liquor as would ruin 
most other men. He ill-treated his wife shamefully, and he had not 
the self-control to prevent him abusing her before others. His last 
notorious act was to seduce his own servant, and to send her toa 
neighoour as a servant with a recommendation from himself. When 
his neighbour found what was wrong he went to him to know how 
matters stood. He, of course, denied all knowledge of the girl's state, 
and brazened it out by sending the girl to England in charge of his 
own children to school. The man’s own ‘ifs first of all turned the 

irl out of the house, because she was in the family way by her master. 
Y think this will be sufficient for you to have nothing to do with him. 
— Yours sincereiy, “J.C. Hau.” 

That was the libel complained of, and counsel promised to show 
that it was false, scandalous, malignant, and that it had prevented 
his client being appointed to a chaplaincy of £800 a-year at Hong 
Kong, which he would otherwise have got. Evidence was then gone 
into. 

Serjeant Armstrong stated the case for the defendant. He said that 
plaintiff had had a school at Ashleinb, and while there had behaved in 
the most improper manner, drinking hard, driving girls about, and 
behaving ia the most rollicking way. He had long been separated 
from his wife. He had pretended at Hong Kong he was unmarried. 
Counsel then called evidence for the defence. Miss Baxter was ex- 
amined. Her evidence was immaterial. Canon Beach, examined by 
Mr. Monahan, deposed he now held the position of senior chaplain of 
the forces in Dublin ; he was colonial chaplain for nearly three years 
at Hong Kong; he arrived there in 1867; Bishop Alford waafthere 
at that time; he was the Bishop of Victoria, and that gave jurisdiction 
over Hong Kong; the bishop appointed him his domestic chaplain ; 
he remembered Mr. O'Callaghan going to Houg Kong about twelve 
months after himself; that was about December, 1868 ; he had heard 
of the orphanage originated there by Miss Baxter ; the orphanage was 
broken up after her death ; this school was for the instruction of 
girls; not all Asiatics, they were of mixed blood; on an average 
about twenty attended it ; the question did arise with regard to Mr. 
O’Callaghan's connection with the school; he (Mr. Beach) received a 
communication from the bishop about Mr. O'Callaghan ; he stated 
the contents of that letterto Mr. Gray, that was the letter of the§8rd 
December ; Mr. Gray'was Archdeacon and the Bishop’s Commissary ; 
and by his direction the letter was communicated to Mr. O'Callaghan. 
(Archdeacon’s letter to Canon Beach on the subject produced.) What 
did hesay? He said I call on God to witness there isnot a particle 
of truth in the wholematter. Did you make any reference to his turning 
out to bea married man? I did; I said “Mr. O'Callaghan, I think it ia 
hardly fair that you should pags as an uumarried man in Hong Kong. 
Mr. Monahan : When you spoke abont its being unfair that he should 
pass ag an unmarried man what did he say ?—‘‘ Well,” he said, ‘‘ My 
wife is dead ;” then pausing for a moment, he added, ‘‘ dead to me.” 
When you heard “ dead” for the first time before the pause did you 
intimate any surprise ?—I doubt if there was time enough. When he 
said, “dead to him,” did you make any observation ?—I said, ‘“‘ Very 
well, Mr. O'Callaghan ; she ia not dead yet, nor will you be able to get 
martied ;’’ I further said that rumour had associated his name with 
Miss W. , but I added that I did not know that there was any- 
thing init; he then said, “Oh! there is nothing in that quarter, 
Mr. Beach, as Miss W ‘s sister-in-law knows all about my 
affaire.” What did he say about speaking to young ladies again?—I 
cannot say that he sad anything about that. Was any suggestion made 
by him to you,that you should not disclose?— Yes; I said, as a brother 
clergyman, I was sorry to see him part with his wife. He said that it 
all arose from incompatibility of temper. I said that was not a serious 
thing—that it was no business of mine, but that I hoped they would 
come together again. He then said, ‘It is a painful thing to me, 
Mr. Beach ; I would rather not have the subject talked about.” 

Mr. Monahan : Now, Canon Beach, did he not mention, in proot 
of his innocence as regards the libel, that the girl who was accused 
was still in charge of hie sister’s children, and could you suppose it 
would be go, and she guilty of such a charge?—lI believe so. When 
did you leave that colony !—I left on the 15th July, 1870. 

The Rev. Mr. Tucker examined by Mr. M‘Dermott: I believe you 
area chaplain? Yes. I believe you were chaplain to the navy} I 
was accountable for recommendations to the navy; I occupied that 
position in the year 68; I was chaplain to the British Hospital in 
that year ; that was the year the Rev. Mr. O'Callaghan presented him- 
self tome; I havea letter from him since 1870; I thought him an 
unmarried man; he told me he had children, and my impression was 
that he was a widower. Had you any conversation with Mr. O’Calla- 

han since you came to Galway? Yea, a few words passed between us: 

ad it any reference to his wife? He exprosaed regret, as far as I can 
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remember, that I should have been ignorant of his separation from his 
wife, and that he had not communicated to me the separation. Did 
he apologise to you about it? I would rather say he expressed his 
Tegret. 

John C. Hall, the defendant, was examined by Serjeant Armstrong. 
I knew Dr. Alford before he was appointed a bishop; I know the 


Hon. David Plunket ; I made the acquaintance of the plaintiff very- 


shortly after his arrival; before I wrote the letter complained of I 
received a letter from Bishop Alford; the subject of the Bishop's 
letter to me was to inquire into the plaintiff's character ; the letter of 
Miss Bertha Baxter was to the same etfect ; the plaintiff had been at 
our house upon invitation, and I had met him at Mr. Plunket’s often, 
and also at other places before I wrote this letter; I had heard him 
say that a bottle of whisky was nothing to him, and that it was out 
of the power of whisky to make him drunk; I never saw him drunk, 
but I saw him once when he looked as if he had been drinking—as if 
he. had been imbibing a good deal the night before; his language 
showed me he was not sober. The witness then described the 
language the plaintiff used, but it is not fit for publication. 
I have seen him with his wife; his manner was unkind and 
snubbing towards her, as if he thought she did not know 
how to behave herself at table; I heard him in his own house 
ray to her,‘‘ Get out of that, and mind your own business”; J 
was well aware that Mies Harrictt Baxter had the institution in Hong 
Kong; on one occasion, when I met the plaintiff at the Hon. Mr. 
Plunket’s, we were in the garden, and the plaintiff mentioned he had 
got s fall from his horse the previous evening returning from West- 
port; when Mr. Plunket gaid, ‘1 suppose you were blind drunk,” the 
only reply the plaintiff made was “well, well!” I remember when 
Tynan was discharged from Mr. Plunket’s employment ; he was suc- 
ceeded as manager for Mr. Plunket by the plaintiff; the plaintiff told 
Mr. Plunket that Tynan used to fish with one boatand keep the pro- 
duce for himself; Iam one of the board of Conservators, and Tynan 
was and still is our inspector and clerk; the plaintiff said to me, 
“Now that I have hunted Tynan out of Mr. Plunket’s employment 
I'll hunt him out of Leenane, as I won't have him sitting there watch- 
ing me”’; the plaintiff’s seduction of the girl Mary Walsh was no- 
torious in the county long before I wrote this letter; from all I had 
heard and known of the plaintift I verily believed when I wrote this 
letter that he was an improper person to have charge of the education 
of young girls or any young people, and I had no malicions or impre- 
per motive whatever. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Robinaon: The plaintiff talked of the Royal 
Family as State puppets, and said he did not care that (snapping bis 
fingers) for them ; I did not think Mr. Plunket was joking whe’ he 
said, after the plaintiff told him he had got a fall from his horse, *, 
most have been drunk.” 

Dr. Tyner was then called, but requested to be excused from giving 
evidence in this case, and thereby divulging private conversations 
which took place in the house of hia best friend, now no more. He 
said he was medical superintendent of a lunatic asylum, and his 
nervous system was so excited by the thoughts of this trial that he 
was more fit to be an inmate than the medical officer of the asylum. 
—Baron Fitzgerald told him he had no privilege, and must give evi- 
dence.—The witness persisting, hc was removed in custody the 
sheriff. 

Bridget Nee, examined by Mr. Monahan: I was a pupil at the 
Ashleigh School when the Rev. Mr. and Mrs, O'Callaghan wero there; 
I have heard him call Mrs. O'Callaghan an ‘old hag,” aud a “ dirty 
devil; they did not sleep in the same bedroom or occupy the same 
sitting-room ; on another occasion I heard Mrs. O’Callaghan screech. 
ing as if she was being beaten; at the time when Mary Walsh was 
living with the plaintiff, Mre, O’Callaghan went out to walk with the 
children, and she left me some work to do; I went out into the garden 
to sow, and when I had done I retnrncd by the scullery door; it was 
locked ; I then went to the window of the servant's room and looked in, 
avd [ saw Mr. O'Callaghan and Nury Walsh ; he was standing within 
a couple of yards of her; I then ran away and returned to the garden ; 
in a quarter of an hour I saw him coming out of the hall door ; Mary 
Walsh left in a couple of months after. 


Bridget Gibbons, a girl who had been a servant in the laundry at 
Mr. Plunket’s, stated that she had frequently seen the plaintiff and 
Miss Nolan walking together. Tbe rcasun witness heard for Miss 
Nolan’s leaving was, that she was voing to get married, and that she 
was spoken of for being great with Mr. O'Callaghan; she had also seen 
Mr. O'Callaghan in Miss Rennett’s room, and on one occasion she 
peeped in through the keyhole, and saw Mr. O'Callaghan and her sit- 
ting on the same chair, his arm on her shoulder, and she saw him kiss 
her. On another occasion she saw Mr. O'Callaghan coming out of Miss 
Bennett’s room about three o'clock in the morning ; this was the morn- 
ing Mise Bennett was going away, and Mrs. Joyce helped to bring 
down her things ; she also stated that she saw Mary Walsh walking about 
the roads with Mr, O'Callaghan; the report in the country why Miss 
Bennett left was because Mr. O'Callaghan and she were as great as man 
and wife; she stated also that onc evening she saw Mr. O'Callaghan 
beating Mrs. O'Callaghan in his own parlour. 


Walter Henry, a sub-constable in the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
atated that be had formerly been a pupil in the Ashleigh School. He 
stated he had heard rumours of an undue intimacy between Mr. O’Ual- 
laghan and Mary Walsh. : 

Dr. George Tyner, who had declined to give evidence when first called 
upon, was now examined: I am a physician to the Doun Lunatic 
Asylum ; I was dispensary doctor ut Letterfrack ; I knew the late Hon. 
David Plunket, and frequently went to see him at his houseat Ashicigh ; 
I knew the plaintiff, and have seen him in company with his wife both at 
Mr. Plunket’s and his own house ; I remember being present at a rather 
lvose conversation which tuok place at Mr. Plunket’s, and I heard the 
words used by him which have ulready been mentioned; J never suw 
him drunk, 


Google 


James Tynan examined by Serjeant Armstrong: I was formerly 
steward and manager of the fisheries of the late Hon. David Plunket ; 
I knew the plaintiff at Ashleigh ; I was dismissed in 1863 and he was 
appointed ; the first thing he asked me about was to account for herrings 
killed in 1861, and I explained the matter to him ; on my oath I never 
kcpt for myself the produce of any boats belonging to Mr. Plunket; in 
1864 I first noticed sigus of drink on the plalotiff; the plaintiff madea 
charge against me to the Board of Conservators of charging posting fees 
without paying a license. 


The plaintiff then went into a rebutting case, and the Rev. John 
Cather, Rector of Westport, was examined, and stated he had known 
the plaintiff for some years, and examined him prior to his ordination ; 
the plaintiff after his ordination was sent to a curacy in Achill, and was 
subsequently appointed to Ashleigh, which is in his parish; so far as 
his knowledge of Mr. O'Callaghan went, he would not say that he was 
in the habit of indulging in intoxicating drink, or anything approaching, 
nor did witness ever hear of such, nor that he was guilty of incontinence 
with his servants, or cruel tohis wife; he had seen Mrs. O'Callaghan 
in his, witness’s, house with the plaintiff. He proved the granting to 
the plaintiff of the Lene decessit ( produced), 

James Leslie was examined by Mr. Jordan, and stated that he was 
a schoolmaster at Ashleigh during the time Miss Bennett was there. 
Tho witness stated he never saw any undue intimacy between her and 
the plaintiff, nor ever heard anyone speak of such, and he knew Miss 
Bennett well, He described the room occupied by Mies Bennett, and 
stated from the way tho door opened no one could sce the bed without 
going into the middle of the room. He said he was never aware, anid 
he did not believe the plaintiff used to go into Miss Bennett's bedroom 
and stay there for two hours ; he never heard any report thut the plain- 
tiff had any improper intimacy with Miss Bennett; the plaintiff was 
not addicted to drink, nor did he ever hear him say anything unbecoming 
a clergyman.—Crogss-examined by Mr. Deytagh: I am now a mis-ion- 
ary agent stationed at Portarlington. He described the position of the 
bed in Miss Bennett's bedroom. 


The Rev. Richard Goodison, Incumbent of Kileommin, was examined 
and said: I have known the plaintiff since 1861 ; he officiated for me 
during my absence while I wagat Ashleigh; I have heard him preach ; 
I recommended him as my successor: from my own knowledge and ex- 
periencs of the plaintiff, 1 think him and believe him to be a most tem- 
perate man, and I never knew him to tell lies. Cross-examined: I 
never heard of these rumours while I wus in the country; I subsequently 
heard that the Admiralty had sent down to make inquiry about some 
servant girl; the plaintiff was always polite and civil to my wife in my 
presence. 

The Hon. Mrs, Plunket, examined by Mr. Robinson: I am the widow 
of the late Hon. David Plunket; I knew Mr. O'Callaghan while he was 
at Ashleigh ; he often dined at our house ; I never saw Mr. O'Callaghan 
in the least under the influence of drink, nor did I ever see him act in 
any way unbecoming a clergyman ; the immediate cause of Tynan’s dis- 
missal was showing great want of feeling on the death by drowning of a 
young man in our service, but there wore many other reasons for dis- 
missing him which Mr. Plunket had besides this; Mr. O’Callaghan 
knew nothing of his dismissal till I told him of it, and I requested him 
to communicate the fact to Tynan; Mr. O'Callaghan, after Tynan’s dis- 
missal, acted as my husband's friend, and he never got one penny re- 
muneration. The Hon. Mrs. Plunket was next examined by Serjeant 
Armstrong: Seven o’cleck was our tea hour; there was always whisky 
in the house : she had the plaintiff taught to sing in connection with the 
services of the church ; had heard him sing some of the negro melodies, 


Henrictta Iillery examined: She was Miss Bennett ; was schoolmis- 
tress at Ashleigh in 1866; plaintiff was then a clergyman there ; there 
was no intimacy between her and the plaintiff; no, never; heneve took 
avy liberties with her; never put her hands on his whiskers; ne cr put 
her arm on his shoulder ; he never took any liberties with her .n her 
room ; had a boarder, Caroline Porter; slept in the next room 10 wit- 
ness ; he came into her room occasionally when he came about tt school 
and gave religious lectures ; never remained any time in her ro nuniess 
on duty ; her boarder was in the room; never saw him u der the 
influence of drink; the day she left she was up ea ly, and 
the plaintiff came to call her ; had to go by a rough road a great 
many people came with her to plaintiff's house; the Rev. ¥1, Mollan 
was at the car on the road, and he and his son travelled 0. the car; 
plaintiff's wife was at the car and bid her good-bye ; change: carriages 
at Athlone for Ballinasloect; her present husband ; Kane \ ‘Donogh, 
a schoolmaster at Ashleigh ; he had been rude to her ; he w.«:te offering 
to marry her; saw hiin in Galway yesterday, and he said in presence of 
her husband that he admitted in the presence of the Almi, .ty tnat he 
had nothing to res Se ht her, either by him or anyone 1 the place. 
Cross-examined : Plaintiff never remained an hour in her room in theo 
evening ; she is now a teacher at Aughrim; knew Ellen Joyce in the 
school; never shook hands with plaintiff but three times; she was two 
days ill, and plaintiff came to visit her; never told the servant not to 
let the children into her room ; attended plaintiff's childven three even- 
ings in the week; plaintiff never saw her home; neve: found her in 
her room. 

Mary Walsh examined : Was servant to the plaintifi at Asbleigh for 
eleven months; the plaintiff never kissed her, nor .ever made any 
freedom of that nature ; never was pregnant. Honor M'Nab and Mrs. 
O’Callaghan were examined and gave evidence strongly in favour of the 
plaintiff. The Rev. Mr. O'Callaghan was examined, :.nd totully denied 
ajl the allegations put forward against him. Ell 1 Joyce was then 
examined, to contradict Mary Walsh’s stetement, und said that she 


was sleeping one night with her (Mary Walsh), wh: 1 she tuld her that - 


one evening, Mrs. O'Callaghan and clildren having sone to Ballinakill, 
the plaintiff came into her bedroom, got into her bed, and remaincd 
there until the morning, and that he then gave he: three drops out of 
a bottle. 

Counsel having spoken to evidence, and the jadge having charged, 
the jury found for the plaintiff, £85 damages, ar. costs. ; 
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ELOQUENCE IN THE “STRAITS.” 

WE have a serious complaint to prefer against our worthy 
contemporary, the Straits Times. We all know the salu- 
brity of the climate of Singapore, but our contemporary 
need not have tried to convince us further of its beneficial 
influence on the lungs of his townsmen at the expense of our 
‘eyesight. To be plain, he really should not—he should not 
indeed—terrify us with verbatim reports of the speeches of 
the members of the local Legislative Council. Fancy nine 
columns of debate among ten geutlemen—to say nothing 
of a little paragraph slipped in like a sandwich—to say 
that “a long discussion took place on clause 1 of sec- 
tion 41!” We can readily believe it; long discussions 
are the order of the day in the Straits, and we can 
only suppose that the reporter was so thoroughly ex- 
hausted with his labours, that he was compelled to 
retire to obtain some refreshment—otherwise we should 
have had a verbatim report of that part of the debate too. 
Would that he had been content to rest on his stenographic 
laurels, and had not returned to Council that day! For 
what does the reader imagine all the remainder of the debate 
was about? The difficulty of going to sleep in the midst of 
the Chinese music, for which special licenses have to be ob- 
tained from the police on “high days and holidays!” On 
this “ emusing subjeck ”"—as THAcKERAY says—nearly all the 
honourable members expatiated with what Mr. GREENSHIELDS 
called “great freshness of feeling”—which we suppose is 
pidgin English for being insufferably tedious. So did Mr. 
Srpa@REaves, who proved to demonstration that, though Jus- 
tice is blind, Chief Justices are a long way from being dumb. 
It would really seem as if all the ten members felt the 
disturbance of their natural rest at home so painfully 
that they determined to talk one another to sleep in 
Council. Mr. Sip@Reaves so particularly distinguished 
himeelf in this way that we cannot wonder that there 
is great difficulty in getting gentlemen to act as jurors if 
that is how he “sums up.” Perhaps the Straits Times 
may reply to this remonstrance of ours that he only pub- 
lishes these verbatim reports as a cruel kindness, in the 
hope that honourable members will recoil from the perusal 
of the platitudes they have uttered. But must not his sub- 
scribers recoil too? Surely one martyr in such a cause 
would be sufficient, and the public might be let off with a 
© summary.” 

The oddest part of this wire-drawn debate was its termi- 
nation. After hearing everything that could be said, and a 
vast deal that need not have been said, on the subject—for 
this “Council of Ten” seem tuo enjoy their oratory as ar- 
dently as the youthful members of a debating club—and 
after it had been ascertained by a division that the rhetorical 
” gladiators had not succeeded in bringing a single member 
of the opposition to their own opinion—both sides being 
_ equal in numbers—the Governor, Sir Harry Orp, gravely 
stated his intention to give his casting vote against his con- 
viction, in order to allow of the re-opening of the question | 
Why this should be we are at a loss to guess, for surely the 
laws of the Singaporeans are not as immutable as those of 
the Medes and Persians; and, if the proposed ordinance 
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should be found not to work well, it could be repealed. But’ 
be this as it may, it is beyond a joke to contemplate a ques- 
tion that has not only been exhausted, but exhausted its 
readers into the bargain, being re-opened. © 

The main question of the debate was whether the Chinese 
should be empluyed in a greater degree than at present in 
the police force; and the argument in favour of so doing 
was compressed by Mr. GREENSHIELDS in a very few lines 
when he pointed out that “every bank, every mercaatile 
“ establishment, takes its employés from among the natives. 
“ In every employment,” he proceeds, “ the Chinese swarm ; 
“ European enterprise would have done little here, except 
“ for the aid of Chinese energy.” Why, then, should the 
administration of the law, the detection of crime, not be 
entrusted to those who are best acquainted with the forms 
of crime, the motives which tempt to it, and the means of 
detecting it—among their countrymen? The Greek philo- 
sopher, when he was asked what was the best code of law, 
answered :—“ That which is best suited to the country ; 
“ that which would be a good law in Athens might be a bad 
“law in Lacedemon.” Dr. Litrte, who supported the 
movement, pointed out the notorious inefficiency of the pre- 
sent police, which he attributes to their being strangers in 
this land of Chinese, and not knowing their language or 
habits. We agree with him, and with the arguments ia 
favour of a better kind of Chinese being attracted into the 
force by a higher rate of pay. We are convinced from 
experience that the Chinese are the most plastic and manage- 
able of Eastern peoples—but they must be well paid. If 
they are not at least fairly remunerated they consider them- 
selves almost oxcused for extracting “black mail” from 
either the criminal or the general classes of society —a system 
which our readers are well aware is continually being brought 
to light even here in London. As for that part of the Act 
which proposes to do away with “ music” at night, we offer 
no decided opinion—though we should give a casting vote in 
favour of allowing the Chinese as much honest recreation as 
we can, on the principle that a man is seldom engaged in 
doing anything very wrong when he makes a noise about it. 
But for the extended employment of Chinese as policemen 
we are decided advocates, and we hope Sir Harry Orp will 
reconsider his proposal to “re-open the question ”—take 
the debate under notice “as read,” at the next meeting of 
Council—and give his casting vote on the side which in his 
judgment is the right one. 


PROGRESS IN CEYLON. 

WE have sincere pleasure in congratulating our friends in 
Ceylon on the continued prosperity and prospective develop- 
ment of their beautiful island, as indicated in the letter 
from a correspondent which we published in the last number 
of the London and China Telegraph. On the appointment 
of Mr. Grecory to the Governorship of Ceylon we expressed 
our opinion that, though it would be no light task to tread 
worthily in the steps of Sir Hercures Rosinson, Mr. 
GREGORY was just the man to enter upon it con amore, 
and to whom it might be confided without fear or jea- 
lousy. The result thus far has justified our expectations. 
The new Governor has not contented himself with accepting 
anything upon hearsay ; resolved to judge for himself, he 
has been travelling from point to point where improvement 
is most demanded ; he has supplemented the information 
officially furnished to him by his own observation ; and 
mindful of Ovin’s apothegm— 

“ Fertilior seges est alionis semper in agris.” 
he has taken care to guard against the suspicion that any one 
portion of theisland shall receive undue preference over another. 
This is the right way to make the island contented as well as 
prosperous ; and we cannot but recognise the foresight of Sir 
Hercoves Rosinson in making an alteration in the currency 
almost the last act of his rule. The retiring Governor per- 
ceived that, under the beneficial influence of the improve- 
ments he had initiated, and with the energy of his successor 
applied to their completion, the good people of Ceylon 
would be “making money” so fast that, if only to save time 
in counting their gains, it was desirable to coin rupees 
instead of shillings for their accommodation. As a natural 
consequence of the progressive improvement in the value of 
land in other parts of the island than those which our cor- 
respondent quaintly—but very truly—desoribes as the 
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‘stereotyped ” coffee districta, we are not surprised to learn 
that capital and enterprise, driven to seek 

‘* Fresh woods and pastures new,” 
has advanced the price of land, though 7,000 feet above the 
level of the sea, to £2 and £3 per acre. We have little 
hesitation in predicting that, if the present course of de- 
velopment be pursued, it will soon double that. 


But, while regarding with justifiable satisfaction their 
own assured agricultural prosperity, we hope that neither 
Mr. Gregory nor the public of Ceylon will overlook 
their responsibility for the necessity of making the island 
more safe and accessible both to Europe and the Far 
East. Among the most pressing of the legacies which 
Sir Hrrovu.zs Rosinson left to his successor are the 
improvements of the harbour of Galle and the forma- 
tion of the Paumben Passage. We have s0 often pointed 
out the impolicy of transferring the mail port from 
Galle, and the imperative necessity for widening the Paum- 
ben Channel, that we need now do no more than urge the 
claim of both these enterprises to precedence over any other 
improvements that may be in contemplation. It is not only 
an absolute injustice to the rest of the commercial world to 
neglect to provide a secure harbour and a short cut, but 
every day that these works are delayed is so much money 
out of the pockets of those whose prosperity as planters has 
raised the value of land remote from their estates to the 
comparatively high rates we have quoted in a surprisingly 
short space of time. To bring these new blocks under culti- 
vation, and thus multiply the production of the island, with- 
out providing a safe harbour and o near road for shippers 
trading between East and West, would be niggardly and 
shortsighted policy. 





THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 7 

Tre Japanese Ambassadors paid a visit on Tuesday last 
to the Royal Arsenal at Woolwich, where they were escorted 
over the several portions of that establishment by the heads 
of the departments, and appeared to take great interest in 
everything that was to be seen. From Woolwich the Am- 
bassadors proceeded to Portsmouth, and while en route had 
an opportunity of inspecting the Northern Division of the 
Army which is to take part in the Autumn Mancouvres while 
on the march to the scene of operations. The troops, both 
Cavalry and Infantry, were marched past the carriages con- 
taining the members of the Embassy. The Ambassadors 
reached Portsmouth on Wednesday, where they paid a visit 
to the naval Commander-in-Chief, and inspected the dock- 
yard and the ironclads in the harbour, and yesterday, accom- 
panied by Sir Harry Parkes, Major-General ALEXANDER, 

and Mr. Aston, they embarked for Spithead, on a visit to the 

ships of the Channel Squadron now lying there. The first 
visit was paid to the flagship of the Admiral Commanding-in- 
Chief, the Minotaur, where they were received on the quarter 
deck by Rear-Admiral Horney and his officers. After hav- 
ing inspected the flagship the Ambassadors were conducted 
through the fleet and boarded each of the veasels in suc- 
Gession. 

The following letter has been addressed to the American 
Secretary of State, in acknowledgment of the courteous re- 
ception accorded to the Ambassadors during their stay in the 
United States .— 

Sir,—We cannot leave the shores of vour most hospitable-country 
without again returning vou our sincere thanks and hearty acknowledg- 
ments for the great kindness shown us both in your private and official 
relations with this Embassy while in Washington. Since our depar- 
ture we have received the generous hospitality of the City of Philadel- 
phia and kind attentions in New York. The city authorities of Boston 
have been untiring in their great bounties to us, which have been be- 
stowed with unbounded enthusiasm and apparent sincerity. We have 
also to acknowledge polite attentions from the towns and cities of Lowell, 
Lawrence, Providence, and others. 

These generous expressions of kindly feelings have indeed moved 
our hearts.

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COMMERCIAL PROGRESS IN SINGAPORE. 

We had lately occasion to speak rather plainly to the 
community of Singapore on the error they seemed in danger 
of falling into of allowing Government assistance to take the 
place of private enterprise, but a statement we have recently 
seen convinces us that public spirit and energy is still alive 
in the colony, and already reaping the reward which when 
well directed it cannot fail to do. It is not many years 
since the great natural advantages of the new harbour of 
Singapore were availed of only by the mail and opium 
steamers and vessels discharging coals at the private wharves, 
but, during the month of June to July last, the report shows 
that there lay alongside the wharves at Tanjong Pagar no 
leas than thirty-six steamers and nine sailing vessels, giving 
an aggregate tonnage of 45,000 register. About 30,000 
tons of general cargo and coal passed over the wharves. The 
Company which affords these facilities to the Eastern trade 
has, we are glad to see, surmounted the difficulties with 
which it had to contend, and the opposition it naturally ex- 
perienced from “ vested interests.” At the last half-yearly 
meeting, held on 20th ult., a dividend was declared at the 
rate of 12 per cent. per annum, and the shareholders will now 
be recompensed for their confidence in the undertaking and 
for their “ hope deferred.” We have been struck with the 
returns in the report, because during the month June to 
July last the resources of the wharves were strained to their 
very utmost, consequent on the illness of the manager and a 
strike among the coolies. Notwithstanding this there was 
no long detention of any steamer, and the work went on 
with less interruption than was the case the other day in 
one of our own railways, under similar circumstances. Re- 
sults like these re-establish our faith in the commercial vigour 
of the colony. 


WE learn that the Dutch Government have granted the 
application made to them for a subsidy to assist in the e3- 
tablishment of a line of steamers between Java and Aus- 
tralia. 


Mr. Ferauson, who was lately apppointed Dutch Am- 
bassador to China, has left the Hague to assume the duties 
of his post. 

Mr. Ropsrt R. Purvis has been appointed to the post of 
British Vice-Consul in Sumatra, and will reside at Padang. 


Mr. 0. Jonnson, Mr. G. L. B. Auten, and Mr. R. W. 
Horst have been appointed student interpreters for China.

With regard to the suspension of Messrs. Gledstanes and Co., 
it is stated that a large number of the bills upon the firm has 
already been taken up by the holders, and that arrangements are 
in progress whereby a further considerable amount of the liabili- 
ties, as represented by acceptances, will be provided for. An appli- 
cation has been made to the Court of Bankruptcy for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver and manager of the estate, and the debtors have 
filed their petition for liquidation. Mr. Harding, of the firm of 
Harding, Whinney, and Gibbons, accountants, has been appointed 
receiver. Now that the firm has been placed under the protection 
of bankruptcy there will be no ordinary meeting of creditors. 
The suspension of Messrs. Shand, Fairlie, and Co., the correspond- 
ents of the firm in Calcutta, is announced. 

At the meeting of the Universal Fire Insurance Company, the 
report for the year ending July last stated that policies had been 
issued representing premiums to the extent of £4,575, while the 
losses were £533. A dividend was declared at the rate of 10 per 
cent. per annum. 

Messrs. Mactaggart, Tidman and Co. have received a telegram 
from Singapore announcing @ most successful half-yearly meeting 
of the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company, and the declaration of a 
dividend at the rate of 12 per cent. per annum. 

The directors of the India-Rubber, Gutta-Percha, and Telegraph 
Works Company (Limited) have announced an ad-interim divi- 
dend at the rate of 5 per cent. 

The time for receiving proposals at the United States Post- 
office Department at Washington, for the additional monthly mail 
gervice on the route between San Francisco, Japan and Chins, 
authorised by the Act of June Ist, 1872, expired on the 12th ult. 
The only bid received was from the Pacific Mail Sieamship Com-

HOLLAND. 
' (FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Aug. 28, 

At last I have a good piece of news. According to the Nieuwe 
Rotterdamsche Courant, and this paper may be regarded as well in- 
formed, the Government has granted a subsidy for a steamship line 
between Java and Australia, and a credit for this purpose will be asked 
for by the Minister of the Colonial Department during the forth- 
coming session. This is certainly a good beginning of Mr, Fransen 
van de Putte, and will give much satisfaction both here and in the East. 

I regret to eay that the strike in our cotton district has become 
more serious. Thousands of weavers decline to work without an in- 
crease of wages, which the employers refuse to grant. Some disturb. 
ances have taken place, which were, however, by a prompt intervention 
of the military force, soon suppressed. A number of the workmen 
have left for Ochtrup, jn Prussia, where it is said they can find plenty 
of work at higher wages than they have obtained here. This has in- 
duced many of the Dutch manufacturers to raise their terms, and, this 
being done, we may flatter ourselves that the affair is at anend. In 
Amsterdam last Sunday there was a ‘‘ demonstration” by about six 
hundred workmen, members of the International League, who 
went in procession, amidst thoysands of curious people 
house of the Burgomaster to express their wish that he would 
establish a lower ecale of house-rent for the workmen than now ob- 
tains, and further intervene that he would induce the Government to pro- 


hibit the export of all food supplies. It is a terrible wrong, they urged, 


that our cattle, our Potstoes, our fruits, our vegetables should be ex. 
ported to England, and that they should in consequence be obliged to 


do without these things, because prices had increasod enormously, Of 


course the Burgomaster could not prom'se to comply with these re- 
quests, and he merely urged the men to return in peace to their reepec- 
tive homes. This advice was adopted, co that publie order was not 
disturbed. The authorities have, however, taken the necessary mca- 
sures to prevent a repetition of such a manifestation, which may bo re- 
garded as preliminary to the pending assemblage of the Internationale 
at the Hague. 

In the early days of September the Datch- Flemish Literary Congress 
will meet at Middleburg. Care has been taken to make known the 
fact that this Congress has nothing at all to do with politics, in order to 
prevent any Flemish demonatratien. It thus creates much astonish- 
ment and regret that the Antwerp “ water-beggars”’—as the Dutch 
patriots are called—have made use of this occasion for a political mani- 
festation. Our Antwerp friends intend to crect & monument at Sou- 
burg in remembrance of Marnix van St. Aldegonde, one of the leading 
“ beggars,” who in 1572 captured by surprise the town of Brielle. 

A meeting of shareholders of the Compaiy Nederland was held yes- 
terday at Amsterdam, with the object of appointing three managers, 
After a somewhat animated discussion the following gentlemen were 
nominated :—Messrs. J, Boiesevain (200 votes ), M. L. J. vau Asperen 
(257 votes), C. W. J. Ramann (142 votes). The last-named will con- 
tinue at the same time in his office as manager of the Royal Steam 
Shipping Company, which is certainly somewhat singular. The fow 
vetes by which he was elected proves that the members were for a good 
part of opinion that one person, however eminent he may be, should not 
manage two companics at the same time. A commission has been ap- 
pointed by the managers to investigate the “screw question,” in order 
to throw some light upon the semewhat mysterious manner in which 
the steamers of this company havo lost so many screws. This commis- 
sion is an amalgamation of sctentific men, and their report will, without 
doabt, be of much interest selentifically, but the pablic—as is proved 
by correspondence published in the newspapers—would prefer that 
the company should first take care to provide the steamers with better 
fittings, which would not £0 easily be lust, and afterwards if they please 
institute any technical investigations they may consider Necessary. It 
is advertised that the steamer Pring van Oranye will sail at the end of 
next month or iu the beginning of October. The Conrad has just left 
Nieuwe Diep, and amongst her passengers is Mr. Ferguson, our new 
Ambassador to China. 

The official paper, the Staatscourant, has published Satisfactory news 
about the military expedition to Deli, which was announced in a some- 
what misty way by the Batavia papers. Jn fact the Colonial newspaper 
reports—especially those of the Jara Bode—weresogreatly exaggerated 
that everyone was convinced that military operations on a grand. scule 
were on the ¢apis in Sumatra, and Mr, Kolff hastened to publish a map 
of the expected scene of operations, 

The Bourse still remains very dull, but Prices are generally well gup- 
ported. The chief operators are still enjoying their holidays, but the 
weather huving become, within the last few daye, very cold and damp, 
it is thought that they will soon return, and that there will be a revival 
of business, 

Mr. Bredius, who was lately attacked by severe illness, is now better 
he expects to be able to return from Carlubad to attend the sittings of 
the Second Chamber, when they are Opened, on the 16th September.
